A letter is now being drawn up, 
John B. Trum an, executive secretary 
of the commission, said, in which an 
outline of the polic es of the board 
will be given and upon approval of 
the entire commission, will be sent 
to Barrett. 
Open Seasons Fail 
Open seasons have been tried sev­ 
eral timeg Mr. Truman said, but with 
little success. 
At such times a large 
percentage of the deer killed had 
been bucks as well as a large num­ 
ber of fawns.

Many property owners of town 
were pleased to learn, through 
your paper, that the shrubbery 
and evergreens on their lawns will 
be free from the depredations of 
night roaming dogs.

Many of us also hope That the 
hospital end of town may be freed 
from the night-harking of dogs. 
And, Mr. 
Editor, 
there 
are 
other sections of town that have 
been* worried for more than a 
year by too much barking of dogs 
in the evening or at night. 
The dogs we are considering are 
kept strictly on 
the premises of 
their 
owners, as far as their 
bodies are concerned, and accord­ 
ing to law but their barking is 
exasperating to their neighbor­ 
hoods. 
Some of us have had to forego 
the pleasure of our porches during 
the hottest evenings of this sum­ 
mer, go into our heated houses 
and close the windows in order 
to exist at all, because a neigh­ 
borhood dog, from pure loneliness, 


w a s barking almost constantly for 
as long as four hours while his 
m aster and mistress were out on 
a pleasure drive and he was left 
at home alone. 
Possibly some dog owners do 
not know that their pets are such 
a nuisance to their community for 
the barking ceases as soon as the 
owner’s ear rolls up to their door. 
Mr. Editor: This dog barking is 
a real grievance and a menace to 
the health of many people. There 
is scarcely a block in this town 
that does not contain at least one 
invalid or seriously nervous per­ 
son—my own home contains two 
— and 
the annoyance of long- 
drawn-out barking is disastrous 
to them. 
When the bark of a dog is so 
shrill that you can hear him dis­ 
tinctly for the distance of three 
squares, no stretch of the imagi­ 
nation is necessary to figure out 
what it must be for those of us 
who live within a stone’s throw 
of that barking dog. 
Possibly the rem edy for this 
evil lies in the hands of the health 
authorities of town. 
Many of us do not object to 
folks having dogs, if they keep 
them at home and

quiet. Neither would we say that 
our town is “going to the dogs” 
for we do not think it is.

In 1761 Baron Heinrich Wil­ 
helm von Stiegel, a wealthy and 
romantic 
German,

town of Manheim, Lanaster coun­ 
ty, Pennsylvania, naming It after 
his native city in Germany.

established a glass works at Man­ 
heim, where he made the famous 
Stiegel glass, and also an iron 
works, where he made the first

stoves 
in 
America.

stoves had on them the following: 
“Baron Stiegel ist der Mann. Dear 
den Ofen machen kann’’ ( Baron 
Stiegel is the man who can make 
good stoves).

He also made cannon for the 
American army during the Revo­ 
lutionary war, using for this work 
a number of Hessians captured by 
W ashington at the battle of Tren­ 
ton. 
N ear 
Schaefferstown 
he 
erected a large castle, whose re­ 
mains are still visible and where 
he entertained 
his 
friends with 
great hospitality. 
His castle had 
a cannon which was fired when 
he would leave for his iron works. 
At the sound of this gun his work­ 
men would lay aside their tools, 
put on holiday attire and proceed 
to the assembly hall where the 
Baron would 
be 
received 
with 
much 
ceremony 
and 
m artial 
music. 
He traveled 
a fte r the 
m anner 
of 
rulers

world, with outriders and trum ­ 
peters. 
At last his business met 
with reverses and he was cast

Despite the prevalence of blight in 
most of Pennsylvania, potato pros­ 
pects in this state are generally more 
favorable than in any of the impor­ 
tant eastern states, w hkh compete in 
our markets. 
As in most previous 
years, it is still too early to mak£ 
final judgm ent on the crop of the 
country 'n October, but there 
are 
several facts which have a bearing 
on future markets. 
The total U. S. production as of 
September 1st was estimated to be 
practically 400,000,000 bushels, a de­ 
crease of 11,000,000,000 bushels be­ 
low the August 1st estimate. 
WhilJ 
this figure is considerably above the 
production of the last two years, it 
exceeds the five-year average by only 
1.4 per cent. 
Most of this increase 
is attributed to an estimated potato 
acreage, ll per cent, larger than a 
year ago. 
The forecasted production in Penn­ 
sylvania 
is 
26,214,000 
bushels, al­ 
most the same as a month ago, hut 18 
per cent larger than last year. The 
average yield is estimated to he 121 
bushels per acre, 9 bushels more than 
last year. 
The condition of the crop, 
however, is not uniformly good, as­ 
tate blight 
quite active in many 
sections, and a fair proportion of the 
vines are already dead. 
On 
the 
other hand sprayed fields look quite 
thrifty and early figures of yields 
from such fields indicate high pro­ 
duction per acre. 
In New York state, the crop is esti­ 
mated as the same as last year, but 
approvably below the five-year aver­ 
age. 
Recent reports indicate a con­ 
siderable amount of blight in western 
New' York. 
Despite the decrease in 
the estimated crop in Maine of 5,500,- 
000 bushels, the prospects on Sep­ 
tember 1st w eref or a crop slightly 
above the average. 
This decrease is 
chiefly the result of a p e r od of warm 
humid w eather following heavy rains, 
which resulted in a scri ms attack of 
late blight. 
The full degree of dam ­ 
age could not be estimated by Sep 
tem ber 1st, so th a t it is likely that 
there may be a further decline in pro- 
ductVm when the October figures are 
available. 
Cobblers were practically 
mature before the blight started, but 
very recent 
information 
indicates 
that Maine shippers are having se­ 
rious difficulty with buyers because of 
the blight in 
the 
early shipments. 
Drought and early frost have result­ 
ed in reductions 
in 
estim ates in 
M ehigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
thetotal decline in the central late 
states being as great as th a t for the 
ent re country, or about 
11,000,000 
bushels. 
The only increase in any of 
the im portant states during the montl 
wa* in Virginia, where the final re­ 
sults of the harvesting of the early 
crop raised the total production 5, 
000,000 bushels. 
With the exception of blight, most 
factors effecting the m arketing 
of 
Pennsylvania potatoes are favorable 
The available supply of potatoes ii 
the eastern states is practically the 
same as a year ago, although later 
conditions may modify 
this. 
The 
Eastern Shore and New Jersey have 
marketed crops approxim ately 50 per 
cent over those of last year, at prices 
which will probably average as high 
as a year ago. 
There are several 
reasons for this, among which have 
been the uniformly good quality of 
the product and the care which has 
been taken in preparing it for m ar­ 
ket. 
Including Septem ber 
10th, 
ship­ 
ments of early potatoes have exceed­ 
ed those of last year by 10,500 cars,

is the first one of normal or targe 
potato production in recent 
years 
when the early crops have been. prac­ 
tically cleaned up by Septem ber 1st. 
As this is true this year, it means 
that the supply o f the country m ust 
come from the late .states from now 
on, and therefore the possible con­ 
sumption period will be increased over 
years previous to 1925. 
The. rather general distribution of 
blight in all of the im portant e a s t­ 
ern potato states m eans th at prices 
are likely to vary considerably, de­ 
pending upon the quality of the po­ 
tatoes which are being sold. 
T.'here 
will probably be an over-supply of 
blighted stock on the m arket during 
the early part of the m arketing sea­ 
son. 
T h:s will not be a good thing 
for nrcea or for demand, as the prod­ 
uct will not be satisfactory to par­ 
ticular buyers. 
On the other hand. growers who 
have sprayed their stock thoroughly 
and have kept it free from blight will 
have a product worth distinctly mere 
money, if they g rade it properly and 
guarantee it to be free from blight. 
Those w'ho have stock of this charac­ 
ter should endeavor to secure custom ­ 
ers who are willing to pay a premium 
for good potatoes throughout the en­ 
tire season. 
Perhaps the most im portant single 
factor that the grow ers in the a s t e r n 
oart of the state m ust recognize is 
that last year unloads of potatoes at 
Philadelphia from Pennsylvania de­ 
creased 950 cars, while they increas­ 
ed for Maine during the same period 
871 cars. 
Unless this outlet can be 
rogained this season, it means a loss 
of a oast m arket for over half a mil­ 
lion bushels. 
At the time of w riting it is difficult 
ta state anything regarding prospec­ 
tive prices. 
F. O. B. quotations from 
New Jersey are $3.50 per sack or 
from 25 to 35 cents a sack higher 
than the present price in Philadelphia. 
This is largely attributed to the un­ 
expected demand from New England, 
because of the poor quality of the 
early Maine shipments. 
This season seems to be one of 
those years w'hen every bushel of 
Pennsylvania potatoes which ss sold 
within the state a t reasonably satis­ 
factory prices means

in Maine, New York and Pennsyl­ 
vania, we may experience a period of 
frenzied buying such 
as prevailed 
during October of 1925. 
Growers 
should make every effort to keep post­ 
ed on production and m arket condi­ 
tions this fall. 
They should bear 
in mind that Pennsylvania potatoes 
graded according to U. S. grades, and 
guaranteed to be free from blight, are 
probably the best available in the 
eastern consuming centers. 
Federal state shipping 
point in­ 
spection is already under way in Le­ 
high county and will be started in 
Potter county as soon as the crop be­ 
gins to move in quantity. 
This is 
an indication that growers and ship­ 
pers are beginning to improve the 
grade of carlot shipments in a way 
which will get 
results. 
Potatoes 
which can be sold as "U. S. No. I,” 
with an inspection certificate to gu ar­ 
antee the grade, will a ttra c t buyers 
who desire quality, because they can 
be sure of w hat they are getting. 
Simitar inspection can be arranged 
at other points where there is a suf­ 
ficient business to justify the work. 
Glowers who do not have a sufficient 
volume for inspection 
can still get 
the benefit of grades by following the 
U. S. and 
Pennsylvania 
standard
